Shortage of 
Transportation 


\Yc arc* now in one of those periods when the business of the country , in­ 
cluding ag riculture, sutlers sev ere loss by reason of 
the 
shortag e 
of 
railway 
transportation— the inability of the railroads to mov e promptly all of the traf­ 
fic awaiting shipment. 
The Illinois Central Sy stem is leav ing nothing undone in its efforts to meet 
the situation. In our October statement we showed that we hav e this y ear add­ 
ed to our rolling equipment new cars and locomotiv es costing a tota f of more 
than $ 14,000,000. 
These purchases included six ty -fiv e locomotiv es. 
Since that 
statement was published we hav e purchased, 
in 
addition, 
sev enty -fiv e 
larg e 
freig ht locomotiv es, making a total of 140 
locomotiv es 
purchased . this y ear. 
Howev er, we are handling the larg est traffic in the history of this sy stem, and 
our patrons doubtless will continue to be inconv enienced by the g eneral short­ 
ag e of transportation facilities. 
I he miners’ strike, which continued for nearly fiv e months, and the rail­ 
way shopmen s strike hav e naturally had an effect upon the present shortag e of 
transportation, but the main cause g oes 1ar deeper than those strikes. 
\\ hat is commonly called the “ car shorta g e” is in reality a shortag e of all 
kinds ot railway facilities, including locomotiv es, freig ht cars, passing tracks, 
terminal facilities, etc. 
For a number of y ears the rate at which the railroads 
hav e been able to increase their facilities has g radualy fallen off, while the ton 
mileag e hauled, which represents the public dema nd for transportation, has 
been g aining steadily . 
In the sev en y ea rs ended with 19 07 the number of locomotiv es increased 
2,500 a y ear, and the number of freig ht cars 9 0,000 a y ear. 
In the nex t sev en 
y ears the number of locomotiv es increased only 1,500 a y ear, and the number of 
freig ht cars only 50,000 a y ear. 
In the sev en y ears ended with 19 21 the num­ 
ber of locomotiv es increased only 27 5 a y ear, and the number of freig ht cars 
only 6 ,000 a y ear. 
The increase in the number 
of locomotiv es in the 
sev en 
y ears ended with 19 21 was only one-ninth as g reat as in the sev en y ears ended 
with 19 07 while the increase in the number of freig ht cars wa s only one-fif- 
tcv nth us g reat. 
1 he decline in the a mount and capa city of the equipment pro­ 
v ided ha s been a ccompa nied by a corresponding 
decline in other facilities. 
I his condition cannot continue without causing frequently recurring losses of a 
serious nature to the country .
